SHOCKING TRAGEDY. 


Morder of a Tonng Woman in Indiana, 
Her Body Being Burned to 
a Crisp. 


ViNOKNNEB, Ind., Nov. 22.—Saturday 
night Frank Miller and his wife and 
Simon Mull came to Vincennes, and, se- 
curing a jug of whisky, started to their 
home, twenty miles south in the river 
bottoms. 


Sunday morning Miss Griers' body 
was found in the woods on Stephen 
Walker's farm burned to a crisp, the 
ground being covered with blood. 


Officers were at once put in pursuit of 
Mr. and Mrs. Miller and Mull, and they 
were arrested on suspicion of having 
murdered the girl. 


The Cabinet. 
WASHIKGTON, Nov. 22—At the cabinet 
meeting to-day all the members were 
present. The president's message and 
the fisheries negotiation were the princi- 
pal topics of discussion. 


The assistant postmaster general says 
he is convinced the government will 
establish the system of postal telegraphy 
within three years.

For an Eight-hoar Law. 
iNDiAnAPOLis, Nov. 22.—At a mass- 
meeting of the Knights of Labor here 
speeches were made and resolutions 
passed to the effect that the efforts of 
the order and future campaign key- 
notes should ring with a demand for an 
eight hour law. The feeling was unani- 
mous. 
A committee was appointed to 
bring the matter to the attention of In- 
diana congressmen, and have them urge 
it at the coming session. 


Cable Road for lodianapolis. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Nov. 22.—It was feared 
that the recent failure of the New York 
Cable company would interfere and 
probably ruin Indianapolis' chance for 
the cable road. To-night Colonel Dud- 
ley arrived, and states that the road will 
be built as soon as spring opens, ana 
that the surveyors will be here for per- 
manent location by Wednesday. 


A Prize Fight. 
BOSTON, NOV. 22—Early this morn- 
ing, Geo. Bider, of Brooklyn, Mass., 
and "Slippery" Breen, 
of Chicago, 
fought with bare knockels a twenty-five 
round fight in a hall. The referee 
stopped the fight at the end of the 
twenty-fifth round on account of the in- 
terference of spectators. 


Anarchist Most on Trial. 
N E W T O B K , Nov. 22.—John Most, the 
anarchist was placed on trial to-day on 
the charge of inciting violence by an in- 
flammatory speech. 
He kept his hat on 
after entering^ until one of the court 
officers took it off. 
The work of getting 
a jury is progressing slowly. 


Crimioal Negligence. 
VIENNA, 111., Nov. 22.—The inquest 
held here yesterday over the dead bodies 
of the four men killed in the collision on 
the Cairo, Viocennes and Chicago road 
near here on Sunday, resulted in a ver- 
dict of criminal negligence against the 
train dispatcher. 


Will Pat on a Fast Train.

22.—The Chicago, 
Burlington and Qnincy 
on Sunday, 
December 4, will pot on a fast tram be- 
tween Chicago and Denver, reducing 
the time twelve hours.

GRANGE m U R E D ! 


The Allen County Murderer and His 
Fogitife Companion Landed iu 
Prison Again. 


MICHIGAN CITY, Ind., Nov. 22.—Last 
Wednesday, Wm. Crance, the murderer 
of Jonah Corson, in Allen county, and 
James H. Martin, from Lafayette, es- 
caped from the prison north. 


Yesterday morning they were recap- 
tured near Union Mills, by Thomas 
Conoannon, of Westville. 
According to 
their own story after they had scaled the 
walls they made for the marsh south of 
the prison where they remained for two 
days. 


Thursday night they proceeded to an 
old log house near Harrold's farm, about 
ten miles from here. 
On Friday they 
started south, with Medaryville as their 
point of destination, where Crance had 
relatives. 


Th-^y were caught in the terrible 
storm of Saturday, and Tom. Concan- 
non, who has been searching for them 
ever since their escape, found them in a 
swamp near Union Mills, in an almost 
frozen condition. They did not resist 
arrest, although Crance had a large 
butcher knife in his possession. 
Both 
still had their convict suits. 


Tom took them to Westville and ar- 
rived at the prison last night at half- 
past seven o'clack. 
He was cordially 
welcomed by Warden Murdock, who 
presented him with a check for $200. 
Both Crance and Martin were put to 
work on the contracts this morning. 


FROZEN TO DEATH. 


Horrible Story of Neglect and Death 
From Marlon, Ind. 


MABION, Ind., Nov. 22.—Henry Lock- 
wood and family reside ten miles east of 
Marion, and they came to town last Sat- 
urday morning. 
On their return the 
terrible blizzard compelled them to stop 
and spend the night with a neighbor. 


They had left three children, aged re- 
spectively eight and four years and 
eighteen months, at home. When they 
reached home yesterday morning they 
fouud the youngest girl frozen to death, 
and the other two so numbed that they 
could scarcely speak or move. 
The 
house in which they lived was a mere 
hovel, described as not fit for cattle to 
live in. 


The Fire Record.

Bass machine 
shops, who has been on the sick list for 
some time, has returned to work. 


C. C. Mnrdongh and W. A. McQuin- 
ney, of the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul railroad, are in the city to-day. 


James Godfrey, the engineer of the 
Wabash pumping house near the St. 
Mary's river bridge, is on the sick list. 


John Doyle, of the Pittsburg black- 
smith shops, who has been sick for a 
week or two, returned to work yester- 
day. 


The new rules governing the inter- 
locking of switches and signals will go 
into eflTeot on the Pennsylvania road to- 
morrow. 


Henry Neese, the well-known copper- 
jmith in the Pittsburg shops, will lead 
to the altar next month a popular Baker 
street young lady. 


William Dickson, one 
of the car 
drivers of the street car company, is lay- 
ing off on account of injuries he received 
by a fall a day or two ago. 


Ths ticket agents of the different rail- 
roads will be kept busy for the next few 
days attending to the incieased travel 
on account of Thanksgiving. 


J. G. Patterson, formerly yardmaster 
of the Pennsylvania lines at Bichmond, 
It d., has retired from railroad service to 
engage in the grocery business in Indi- 
anapolis. 


The Fort Wayne Iron works has trans- 
ferred a number of its employes to the 
Bass foundry and machine works an ac- 
count of the dullness in work at the for- 
mer place. 


The brakemen on the railroads are 
dseading the rapid approach of winter. 
The duty they have to perform during 
the cold Wf ather is not a pleasant one, 
to say the least. 


The average pay of freight conduct- 
ors on the C., I., St. L. & C., road for 
the month of October was 898, and of 
firemen on freight trains $95. The pay- 
rolls show that some of the engineers 
were paid S153 for October. 


Superintendent Nash, of the railway 
mail service, has reported that during 
the past year 255 postal cars were either 
derailed or wrecked; that three postal 
clerks were killed, forty-five seriously 
and seventy-two slightly injured, and 
he advises that congress make suitable 
provision for those thus disabled while 
in the public service. 


The new stationary engine for the 
Pittsburg car shops, arrived yesterday 
from the manufacturers, C. H. Brown & 
Co., of Fitchburg, MPSS., and has been 
placed in position. 
It is a 180 htrse- 
power and takes the place of the two 
stationary engines formerly in the shops 
and will run the entire machinery of the 
mammoth car department. 


Among the presents madeS. L. Lewis 
last Saturday evening, on the occasion 
of his forty-second birthday, was a hand- 
some new overcoat. The present came 
from his friends in the Pittsburg shops, 
of which Mr. Lewis is the night super- 
intendent. 
The presentation 
speech 
was made by Robert Harrison, the fore- 
man of the car shops, and it was happily 
responded to by Captain Lewis. 


It is wonderful how many there are 
at the present time seeking positions as 
fireman on the different railroads. 
Mr. 
A. H. Polhamus, the roadmaster of the 
Pennsylvania company, is flooded with 
applicants every day, and during the last 
week there has not a day passed but 
what a score or more have applied to 
him for positions. 
Yesterday 125 men 
secured ]>aE8es to enter the gate into the 
company's yards, the majority of them 
sought Mr. Polhamus's ofiice and applied 
to him for positions as firem en on the 
road. 


The Pennsylvania company's shops in 
this city are now doing good and rapid 
work in the way of the construction of 
new railroad locomotives. When the 
year closes they will have constructed 
since the Ist of January last thirty-five 
new locomotives, which is three more 
than they expected to build when the 
year opened. They will start in on the 
coming year with orders for thirteen new 
locomotives and they expect to turn out 
more of them during 1888 than they 
have done the present year. The loco- 
motiyes are built entirely at the shops 
here and the time spent in the construc- 
tion of them is about nine days, so that 
with their present capacity three can be 
turned out each month, 
A railroad 
locomotive is worth $10,000, so that the 
value of the work done by the company's 
shops here, in the way of the construc- 
tion of new 
locomotives dunng the 
present year, will amount to $350,0^0. 


CHICAGO, 
NOV. 22.—August Hatzka 
was arrested for killing his step-son. Max 
Oilman, 11 years of age. The latter 
came home last night after three months 
absence. 
Hatzka whipped him unmer- 
cifully with a strap, which had a buckle 
on it. The boy was found dead in bed 
this morning. The face and body were 
covered with marks of the strap. 


WHAT A PICTURE. 


A Stationary Engine Employed to Pomp 
Water From the St. Joe River 
By the Trustees—Captain 
Hettler Talks Peace. 


There are ridiculous phases to the 
gravest questions, and the water supply 
is no exception to the rule. 


In the face of the oft repeated asser- 
tion that the city has an abundant sup- 
ply of water, the trustees have placed a 
stationary engine on the hsi^k of the St. 
Joe river, and are pumping water from 
that public stream into a pipe leading to 
the citv filter basin. 


They have no right to take water di- 
rect from the river, but Mr J, H. Bass 
is too big a man to interfere. 
When 
told about it, he smilinatly remarked, 
"I must have a picture of the scene." 


Thus it is the water supply has dwin- 
dled down to a threshing machine en- 
gine and the worst ie to come. 


The situation was too much for Cap- 
tain Hettler and to THE SENTIXEII man 
he said: "I am through now. 
I have 
said all I am going to say on the water 
supply question. 
I don't want, either, 
to be understood as agreeing with every- 
thing the water works trustees do any 
more than I agree with the council. 
They both have erred. 
I am going to 
the Michigan pine regions this aher- 
noon, but I want to say this much: 
I 
am in favor of settling this question one 
way or another. 
It has 
gone far 
enough." 


TELEGRAMS CUT SHORT. 


Congress covenea in regular session 
two weeks from to-day. 


Natural gas was struck twenty-six 
miles north of Evansville. Ind., at a 
depth of 600 feet. 


The general committee on Methodist 
church extension agreed to ask the con- 
ferences for S237,120 for the year. 


The movement in the Knights of La- 
bor organization against the executive 
board is said to be making rapid pro- 
gress. It is reported that hundreds of 
local assemblies and dozens of district 
assemblies have refused to pay any more 
money for the support of the present ad- 
ministration. 


The Consumers' Natural Gas trust 
has been formed at Indianapolis with a 
capital stock of 8503,000. 
The move- 
ment is of a purely popular character, 
the number of subambers exceediní? 
4,500. 
It is claimed th it this trust will 
be able to furnish natural gas at lower 
prices than in any other city in the 
country. The gas will be brought a 
distance of varying from nine to twenty 
miles, and the organiz^ition of the trust 
is such that perpetual competition is 
assured.

Whittney and Marquardt threshed 183 
bushels of the grain for ex-Auditor Argo 
last Thursday, and all who witnessed 
the work pronounced the result a de- 
cided success. 
The grain roils out quite 
as fast as wheat and keeps one man 
busy to handle it, while the fodder is 
redaced quite fine, suflBciently so as to 
be fitted for mattresses. 
The stuff is 
fed through the machine with as much 
ease as flax, and while the machine is in 
operation it makes a tremendous noise, 
bat lacks the customary dust. 
Last 
Saturday the representative of THE 
SENTINEL, of this place, had an interview 
with Mr. Whitney, who stated that the 
grain coald be threshed for five cents 
per bushel. 
He also said that it tests 
the strength of the separator, but with 
their new machine they threshed about 
4 0 bushels last week without a single 
break. 
This, no doubt, will be the fu- 
ture method of gathering the golden 
grain and will lead to the invention of a 
corn thresher. 
This, however, is not 
news to eastern farmers.
